During  two  weeks  in  tl^e  middle  of  February,  over  500 
Davidson  students  participated  in  ttie  1992  S.G.A.  Phon- 
ottion.  Several  members  of  each  Patterson  Court  house, 
as  well  as  many  freshmen  and  independents,  called 
Alumni  and  students'  parents  in  an  effort  to  raise  money 
for  the  Davidson  Annual  Fund.  The  total  number  of 
pledges  received  was  1,850.  These  included  people  who 
said  they  would  give  but  did  not  state  a  specific  amount. 
The  total  amount  of  money  raised  was  around  $168,000.

John  O,  Reynolds  was  killed  in  o  car  acci- 
dent several  weeks  after  the  end  of  his  fresh- 
man year  at  Davidson.  While  many  who  read 
this  will  not  have  had  the  pleasure  of  having 
known  him,  he  touched  the  lives  of  many.  He  is 
probably  best  remembered  for  his  easy  going 
personality  combined  with  that  rare  quality  of 
a  real  Southern  gentleman.  He  was  the  sort  of 
friend  one  could  call  at  three  in  the  morning 
with  a  problem  and  he  would  come.  Although 
he  had  not  officially  declared  a  major  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  John  O.  desperately  want- 


ed to  be  a  surgeon.  He  was  a  member  of 
Kappa  Sigma  and  a  resident  of  Salisbury, 
North  Carolina. 

Many  felt  a  great  loss  when  John  O.  died 
and  he  will  be  long  remembered  by  the  Sen- 
iors, To  keep  his  memory  alive  at  Davidson  for 
years  to  come,  we  ore  honored  to  dedicate 
the  1992  Senior  Class  Gift  to  the  memory  of 
John  O.  Reynolds  in  hopes  that  others  might 
understand  the  effect  he  left  on  us  all.  He  will 
always  remain  in  our  hearts.

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SHOC  Increases  Awareness 


The  Student  Health  Options  and  Concerns 
Committee  was  established  in  the  Spring  of 
1991  with  the  general  purpose  of  promoting 
health  awareness  at  Davidson.  It  is  designed 
to  serve  as  an  advisory  committee  to  the 
Infirmary  as  well  as  an  educational  resource 
for  the  student  body,  especially  addressing 
four  areas  of  specific  concern:  Sexual  Health, 
Alcohol  and  Drug  Awareness,  Eating  Disor- 
ders and  Physical  Fitness  and  Nutrition.  So  far, 
the  eight  student  members  and  two  facul- 
ty/staff advisors  have  handled  ambitious 
agendas  to  moke  the  committee  effective, 
visible  and  available  for  Davidson  students. 
SHOC's  outstanding  activites  and  accom- 
plishments in  1991  included:  planning  anti- 
stress  and  fat  free  study  breaks,  writing 
awareness  articles  for  the  Davidsonian,  cre- 
ating and  distributing  the  first  issue  of  a  bian- 
nual newsletter  called  "The  Student  Body," 
helping  sponsor  Alcohol  Awareness  Week 
and  advising  plans  for  the  new  Student 
Health  Center.  In  spring  1992,  SHOC  will  focus 
on  organizing  Condom  Sense  Week  which 
will  include  having  guest  speakers,  contests, 
study  breaks,  an  F.A.C.  and  handouts  to  pro- 
mote awareness  about  sexual  health  and  re- 
sponsibility. In  the  future,  SHOC  aims  to  estab- 
lish the  foundations  for  a  Peer  Counseling 
program  to  be  centered  in  the  new  Student 
Health  Center.

Although  Coach  Fogg,  his  coaching  staff 
and  the  team  faced  an  emotional  and  injury 
filled  season,  they  always  played  with  what- 
ever hand  they  were  dealt.

The  past  year  has  seen  many  exciting 
changes  fcr  the  Athletic  Departnnent.  As  Da- 
vidson prepares  for  its  move  back  into  the 
Southern  Conference,  Terry  Holland  and  the 
rest  of  the  Baker  Sports  Complex  crew  are 
striving  to  moke  Davidson  athletics  more  visi- 
ble on  a  national  scale. 

One  impressive  accomplishment  for  the 
Athletic  Department  has  been  getting  NCAA 
approval  to  host  the  1992  &  1993  Men's  Soc- 
cer Finals.  Thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Mar- 
keting Department  and  Coach  Charlie  Slagle, 
the  NCAA  selected  Davidson  as  the  host  over 
several  other  sites.  Richorson  Field  has  already 
been  widened  and  lights  have  been  added 
so  that  night  games  can  be  played.  Addition- 
al seats  will  be  added  to  increase  the  stadi- 
um's capacity  to  over  6,000.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  soccer  tournament  will  generate  expo- 
sure for  Davidson's  entire  athletic  program. 

The  move  back  into  the  Southern  Confer- 
ence is  another  important  step  for  several 


sports.  Having  rivals  such  as  Marshall  and  Ap- 
palachain  State  back  on  Davidson's  schedule 
should  create  more  excitement  for  many  dif- 
ferent sports.  Better  competition  and  possible 
NCAA  tournament  appearances  offer  incen- 
tive for  several  sports.  The  starting  of  a  Wom- 
en's Basketball  program  also  accompanies 
this  conference  switch.  With  Coach  John  Filar 
leading  the  program,  the  Wildcats  hope  to 
see  this  team  grow  and  improve. 

Other  changes  during  the  year  included  the 
dedication  of  the  pool  and  the  hosting  of  the 
Southern  State  Swim  meet.  The  golf  team  has 
also  hosted  tournments  out  at  the  new  River 
Run  golf  course  The  track  program  also  re- 
ceived a  boost  when  Lee  Sargent  was  ap- 
pointed head  of  a  committee  to  develop  a 
new  track  facility.  With  this  project  and  others 
in  the  works,  the  sports  administration  is  show- 
ing a  commitment  to  making  Davidson  athlet- 
ics first  class.
